lature proceeded 
to rearran g e 
the 
judicial circuits of the sta te so as to 
reduce the num ber of circuits in te r­ 
ritory hitherto 
Democratic alt hough 
increasing the num ber of circuits in 
the Republican *ity of St. Iwiuis, en­ 
deavoring to m ake th«» entire m easure 
effective 
imm ediately. 
H eretofore, 
Missouri le g isla to rs in m aking judici­ 
al reapportionm ent*, provided in all 
cases th a t 
the 
new 
arran g em en ts 
should not become effective until the 
expiration of th«* term s of the incum­ 
bents, but this body, influenced by the 
most extrem e p artisan dem ands, un- 
<b rtook to term inate the tenure 
ol 
all the Circuit Ju d g es of the state, 
Vesting in the G overnor the authority 
to name new Ju d g e s to take the place 
of Judges elected by the people, 
all 
with the m anifest in ten t of com m it­ 
ting an almost inconceivable partisan 
assault upon 
the 
integrity 
of the 
s ta te’s judiciary. We have asked that 
this bill be suspended until the people 
are perm itted to pass upon it. 
'The Republican p a rty platform of 
1920 
contained a pledge 
to bring 
about the ‘elimination of useless offi­ 
ces’, but the Legislature, impelled by 
inordinate thirst for au th o rity on the 
part of the Governor, proceeded in­ 
stead to create new departm ent 
with 
vastly increased powers, 
augm ented 
appropriations 
and 
enlarged staffs, 
without the slightest reg a rd for 
t’ne 
p a rty ’s prom ises to reduce state ex­ 
penditures by elim inating useless offi­ 
ces, 
In creating these new d e p a rt­ 
m ents the L egislature proceeded 
to 
make tw*o sets of appropriations, one 
for the new d epartm ents and the oth­ 
er for the bureaus the new d ep a rt­ 
m ents were designed to supersed. A p­ 
propriations were made whereby ac­ 
tivities of the state costing $1,.'00,000 
during the last two y ears of Dem o­ 
cratic adm inistration, would cost the 
sta te under this the state, costing $1,- 
500,000 during the next biennial p e r­ 
iod. 
A partisan com m issioner 
was 
substituted for the bi-partisan s ta te 
board of agriculture, heretofore free 
from political control or partisan re ­ 
lationship of any character. 
Wholly 
dissim ilar bureaus, operating in dif­ 
ferent fields, w ere consolidated into a 
so-called d ep artm en t of public 
wel-

Chairman C. K. Yancey and other offi­ 
cers of the Democratic State Com­ 
mittee replied tonight to Gov. Hyde’s 
assaults upon the referendum in 
a

statement,

charged Hyde with desiring the con- 
solidatiorts of departments in order 
to btiild up a political machine. 
The 
wholesale invocation of the referen­ 
dum upon the important acts of the 
General Assembly was defended, and 
it was charged that 
the measures 
were passed through coercive tactics 
by Gov. Hyde. 
The statement follows: 
“The Democratic State Committee, 
in compliance with the expressed will 
of more than 75.000 citizens of Mis­ 
souri of all political parties, has pre­ 
sented to the Secretary of State peti­ 
tions invoking the referendum on 
a 
number of objectionable 
enactments 
of the Fifty-first General Assembly, 
it is proposée! to submit to the peo­ 
ple, before the bills become effective, 
measures providing for the establish­ 
ment of the new department of ag ­ 
riculture, a new department of labor, 
a new department of public welfare, 
so-called, and a budget 
department, 
known as the consolidation bills. 
It is proposed that the bill reappor­ 
tioning the judicial circuits of 
the 
rtate, so as to n move judges elected 
by the people and to facilitate parti­ 
san ' .ntrol of the judiciary of 
the 
state, shall be submitted to a popu­ 
lar vote before an iniquitous gerry­ 
mander may be effectuated. 
It 
is 
proposed to invoke 
the referendum 
upon bills abolishing minor courts in 
Jackson County, and recreating sim­ 
ilar courts for the specific and open­ 
ly avowed purpose 
of substituting 
appointees of the Governor for offi­ 
cials chosen by the people, in accord­ 
ance with the law and long estab­ 
lished custom.

controlling the action of Senators and 
membres of the majority party in the 
Legislature, a committee of able and 
experienced lgislators. selected at a 
general conference, carefully review­ 
ed the work of the Legislature 
and 
specifically 
recommended that 
bills 
namd be taken into the referendum. 
The decision to proceed with the ne­ 
cessary steps prescribed by the con­ 
stitution and the low, therefore, rep­ 
resented the bestjudgment of I^emo- 
ratic Senators, representatives 
and 
the party organization. 


We recognize the referendum as 
an institution designe«l|hy the people 
for their own protection against un­ 
wise legislation of Tar-reaching 
ef­ 
fect. 
Our action is inspired by the 
firm belief that the use of the refer­ 
endum in this instance is entirely pro­ 
per, and, as we have not at any time 
ncouraged abuses of the conatitution- 
1 privileges thus provided, we repu- 
didate the suggestion that our move 
in this behalf is actuated in any sense 
or in any degree by any other consid­ 
eration save that of the higest 
and 
most vital public interest. 
“ In connection with the somewhat 
unreasonable attitude of the 
present 
executive. we invite attention to de­ 
clarations contained in the platform 
of the Progressive party adopted in 
1912, when the present Governor was 
the nominee of that party for 
A t­ 
torney General. 
This 
platform de­ 
clared that “ in order to maintain the 
improved standards of living, the peo­ 
ple must be able to control more di- 
reclty in political and government af­ 
fairs,” ami further declared that ‘we 
approve the state initiative and re­ 
ferendum and favor its extension 
to 
city and county matters.* 
We 
hold 
that the principle stated in this plat­ 
form, which is not essentially differ­ 
ent from platform declarations of the 
Democratic party upon the same sub­ 
ject, fully justifies our action in this 
instance. 
“The Legislature which enacted the 
laws wo propose to take before 
the 
people was dominated by a pnrty cau­ 
cus, in which decisions were arbitrary 
and intolerant. 
In the enactment of 
the bills referred to, this Legislature, 
pursuant to the peremptory demands 
of the exceutive for 
enlarged power 
ami centralization of official functions, 
ignored the pledges made to the peo­ 
ple in the platform of its own party 
convention in such flagrant measure 
as to arouse general inignation. 
For 
instance, the Republican state plat­ 
form of 1920 contained 
the solemn 
to bring about ‘a fair redistricting of 
the state on a population and not 
partisan basis’. 
In open repudiation 
fo this specific assurance, the legis 
lature proceeded 
to rearrange 
the 
judicial circuits of the state so as to 
roduce the number of circuits in ter­ 
ritory hitherto 
Democratic although 
increasing the number of circuits in 
the Republican city of St. Louis, en­ 
deavoring to make the entire measure 
effective 
immediately. 
Heretofore, 
Missouri legislators, in making judici­ 
al reapportionments, provided in all 
cases that 
the 
new 
arrangements 
should not become effective until the 
expiration of the terms of the incum­ 
bents, but this body, influenced by the 
most extreme partisan demands, un­ 
dertook to terminate the tenure 
of 
all the Circuit Judges of the state. 
Vesting in the Governor the authority 
to name new Judges to take the place 
of Judges elected by the people, 
all 
with the manifest intent of commit­ 
ting an almost inconceivable partisan 
assault upon 
the 
integrity 
of the 
state’s judiciary. We have asked that 
this bill be suspended until the people 
are permitted to pass upon it. 
‘The Republican party platform of 
1920 
contained a pledge 
to bring 
about the ‘elimination of useless offi­ 
ces’, hut the Legislature, impelled by 
inordinate thirst for authority on the 
part of the Governor, proceeded in­ 
stead to create new department 
with 
vastly increased powers, 
augmented 
appropriations 
ami 
enlarged staffs 
without the slightest regard for 
the 
party’s promises to reduce state ex­ 
penditures by eliminating useless offi 
íes. 
In creating these new' depart 
menta the Legislature proceeded 
to 
make two sets of appropriations, one 
for the new departments and the oth 
er for the bureaus the new depart 
ments were designed to supersed.

Serious Cabbage Disease 
The disease that has been injuring 
eabage 
near Benton 
is known 
as 
the 
Yellows 
disease. 
This ^disease 
causes the cabbage to wilt and die. 
Following is a letter from the Horti­ 
culture Department of the University 
of Missouri concerning this disease 
“The cabbage Yellows fungus causing 
this disease is capable 
of suiviving 
for many years and soon spreads over 
the whole garden. 
Plant cabbage on 
fr<sh land, and the trouble will 
be 
avoided for awhile. 
The most scien­ 
tific method is to use resistant varie­ 
ties. 
Unfortunately we 
have 
no 
early variety of that type, but 
we 
are working on that proposition here. 
There are some excellent late varie­ 
ties that have been bred by the Wis­ 
consin Station. 
Th best variety pro­ 
duced by that station is the Wiscon­ 
sin Hallandcr. 
It makes a tine large 
head, which however, do not mature 
until midsummer. 
Seed of this va­ 
riety can be obtained from Mr. W. II. 
Hansche, Hacine, Wisconsin. 
Gardens Affected by Insects 
The County Agent 
has 
received 
many notices recently concerning the 
injurious effects of various bugs and 
beetles. 
Om garden 
was found 
to 
be literaly 
overrun 
with what 
is 
known as the 
old-fashioned striped 
potato 
beetle, 
or 
probably 
better 
known as the “blister beetle”. There 
arc 
sveral 
different 
types of this 
beetle, however, they are all 
quite 
similar in size and shape. 
The most 
common is the yellow and black strip­ 
ed, and has long legs, which enables 
him to travel quite fast. 
They also 
have wings and can fly. 
This beetle 
can be driven out of the garden and 
also can be controlled 
by spraying 
with arsenate of lead. 
A bug found to be destroying an­ 
other garden is what is known as the 
Harlequin cabbage bug. or some times 
called fire bug. This is a bright color- 
1 beetle but instead of eating it is 
sucking insect anti therefore much 
harder to eonrtol as poison sprays do 
not affect him. 
This particular beetle 
however, can be controlled by the ust 
of kerosene or by spraying with whale 
oil soap, two pounds to one gallon of 
water.

TO BE VOTED ON 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 22.—Gov. 
Hyde today 
issued 
a proclam ation

issuance of $15,000,000 in bonds for 
the soldier bonus to the voters at the 
special election, A ugust 2. 
This is the fourth proposition to go 
upon the ballot at the A ugust election 
the other three being, first, the ques­ 
tion of w hether there shall be called a 
constitutional conveniton; second,

proposed am endm ent authorizing the 
paym ent of interest as well as prin 
cipal upon the $60,000,000 of

bonds, and, third, a proposed amend 
m ent empowering women to hold of­ 
fice. • 
The bonus proposal 
empowers the 
L egislature to pay not to exceed $250 
to any soldier. 
No soldier is entitled 
to the bonus proposed unless he was 
resident of M issouri 
for tweleve 
month« prior to 
the 
6th 
of April 
1917. 
The bonus is to be paid at the rate 
of $10 a m onth to soldiers who serv­ 
ed between April 6, 1917, the date 
of the declaration of w ar, and Novem­

Wilson League of Nations. 
If President Harding had no plan, 
he said, there would be nothing left 
for league friends, but to “organize 
the country so as to capture Congress 
for the league in 1922 and the presi­ 
dency in 1924.” 
Holt, a member of the League to 
Enforce Peace, took a hand in 
the 
last presidential cam paign by making 
public a list of 100 Republicans who 
had bolted the H arding ranks. 
The text of his letter follows: 
“ It is now six years that the League 
of Nations issue has been before the 
country. 
It is now two years that 
you as Senator, presidential candi­ 
date, President-elect 
and 
President, 
have hail the leag u e of Nations is- 
% 
sue officially before you. 
“As Senator you voted to have the 
United States 
enter 
the 
existing 
league provided 
the Lodge amend­ 
ments were made part of the act of 
ratification. 
As presidential candiate you 
left 
the country and even your own fol­ 
lowers in doubt as to your attitude. 
Thirty-one* 
pre-em inent 
Republicans 
—among whom were your Secretary 
of State, Mr. Hughes, and your Sec­ 
retary of Commerce, Mr. Hoover— 
assured their fellow-countrym en th at 
you would go into the existing league. 
Senators Borah and Johnson and the 
other 
‘irreconcilable*’ 
assured them 
you would not. 
“ As President-elect you did not see 
fit to disclose your attitude on the 
league, beyond w hat you had 
said 
during the cam paign. 
Both the ‘thir­ 
ty -one’ and the ‘irreconcilnhlos’ claim ­ 
ed you fot their own. 
“ As President, however, you have 
unequivocally repudiated the existing 
League of Nations, whose area com­ 
prises considerably more than half the 
earth and whose population numbers 
three-quarters of the 
hum an race. 
You even perm itted without rebuke 
your Ambassador at the Court of St. 
Jame-s to say th at 
you will 
have 
nothing to do with any ‘commission 
or com m ittee appointed by the league 
or responsible to it directly or indi­ 
rectly, opnely or furtively.’ 
“You have, nevertheless, as presi­ 
dential candidate, repeatedly prom is­ 
ed during the campaign, and as- Pres­ 


ident you have reiterated th at prom ­ 
ise, th a t you will seek to establish 
an nsscintion of nations based upon 
the application *of justice ami right, 
binding us in conference ami co-opera­ 
tion for the prevention of w ar nnd 
pointing the way, to a higher civili­ 
zation and international fraternity in 
which all the world might share.’ 


“You have not yet given the Amer- 
cian people the slightest inkling 
of 
the term s of this H arding association 
(hat you propose shall take the place 
of the Wilson league. 
Has not 
the 
tim e come, respectfully ask, for you 
to do this? 
Surely you cannot 
ex­ 
pect the forty-eight members of the 
present league to scrap it and come 
into your 
association 
unless 
two 
things are perfectly clear: 
“ 1. T hat the new association 
is 
substantially as good as or better than 
the existing league; ami 
“2. T hat this time a proposal of a 
I*resident of the United States will 
have thg perm anent nnd overwhelm­ 
ing support of the American people. 
“You are a statesm an of sufficient 
experience to know- that our people 
will not support your association—no 
m atter how 
excellent—without 
the 
fullest prelim inary discussion. Events 
of the last two years 
have demon­ 
strated this. 
You cannot, 
therefore, 
hope to get public opinion behind your 
association without taking your coun­ 
trym en into your confidence. 
“ Kvne if your own party were com­ 
pletely united on the issue, you would 
still have to get some 
Democratic 
support to assure the ratification of 
your association by tw o-thirds of the 
Senate. 
As your party was the one 
that first made the league party issue, 
the Democratic Senators would 
be 
only human if they turned the tables 
and also made your association 
a 
party issue. 
They control more than 
a third of the votes in the Senate 
and they can block you as you and 
your colleagues blocked Mr. Wilson. 
“ If you expect to gain Democratic 
support, it is incumbent upon you to 
propose an association so concrete and 
effective as to commend itself to the 
enlightened 
sense 
of 
both parties. 
Therefore the quicker you take 
the 
American people into your confidence 
the better. 
“There is another and even more 
im portant reason why you should dis­ 
close the details of your plan at once. 
The world is on the brink of revolu­ 
tion, fam ine and pestilence. 
The only 
two great ideas that have come out 
of this w-ar as world panaceas are the 
League of Nations 
and Bolshevism. 
If you repudiate the existing league 
and delay too long suggesting any­ 
thing in its place you run the very 
real risk of m aking the world believe 
you have no plan at all, and if th at 
comes to be generally believed, can 
you guarantee that the world would 


not turn to Bolshevism ? 
“ Mr. President, the tim e has come 
for you to redeem your promises. The 
country anil the world have waited 
long enough to know just what kind 
of an association of nations you have 
in mind. 
If you delay much further, 
people 
everywhere 
will 
inevitably 
conclude that either you have no con­ 
crete plan at all, or else that 
you 
propose to put party harmony above 
world welfare. 
In that event there 
will be nothing left for those 
who 
want America to play her rightful 
part in stabilizing the world but 
to 
organize the country so as to capture 
Congresa for the league in 1922 and 
the presidency in 1924. 
This can be 
done, for 
the 
vast m ajority of the 
American 
people—Republicans 
as 
well as Dem ocrats—want the United 
States to enter some sort of a league 
or association with ‘enough teeth in 
it’ definitely to hasten the day when, 
as Victor Hugo propheside, ‘the only 
battlefield will be the m arket opening 
to commerce and the mind opening to 
m w ideas.”
